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THE WAR IN EUROPEH.
THE TWO BREECH-LOADERS,

King Willinm’s Needle-Gunse and Napoleon’s
Chnssepots—Descriptions of the Rival Arms—
Their Deudly Precision.

The struggle be'ween Prussia and France s to he
not only a tegt of the strength of numbers, but ulso
of the deadly precision of the rival breech-loaders—
t he needle-gun and Chassepot—with which the sol-
diers of the contending nations are armed, Hitherto,
although both of these formidable weapons have
had opportunity for the display of their qualities,
e¢specially the ncedle-gun, they have not been
arrayed against each other, nnd the Chassepot is as
yet comparatively an experiment, The results of
the first battle in the valley of the Moselle will be
g apncd with eagerness by those who take a speclal

nterest In the science of sudden slaughter, We

give the following descriptions of the two rival en-
glnes of war:—
The Prussinn Needle-GGun,

known in the German tongue s the Zwndnadelpe-

wehr, 18 the invention of Mr, Dreyse, a manufactarer

of arms at Sommerda, Who spent over thirty years
in trying to construct & perfect breech-loading rine.

The weapon invented by him 18 a breech-loader, con-

gtructed with a plupger or slide which may be

drawn back from the breech end of the barrel by a

stout kandle, the cavity of the breech being then

exposed to view, with its upper side open. In this
the cartridge 18 piaced, and the shde Is pushed back
and secured by a catch., 1n the centre of the front
end 18 a small hole for admitting the steel needle by
which the charge is fired, and which exactly nils the
hole., This needle 18 thrown forward when required
by the sudden release of a strong spiral spring coiled
up behind it on the direct line of the barrel, and
with which the apparatus for holding and releasing
it constitutes the lock, The igunition s caused
by the needie, afier penetrating the powder, sirig-
ing & fulminating composition which is contained

in the base of the sperlo-conlcal bullet, The im-

portant principle involved In this arrangement is

the firing of the powder at the forward end, imme-
diately in the rear of the builet, lnstead of behind
the entire charge, as isthe case in an ordinary rine

or musket, The impulse imparted to the bullet 18

thos rendered more gradual, and it8 inertin 18 over-

come before the full force of the exploslon strikes
it. Though the diference in time would appear to

be ingignificant, it 18 far from being 80,

The barrel 18 8606 inches long, and 18 rifled with
four grooves down to the breech, where the cham-
ber, or bed for the cartridge, 1s smooth aud a little
larger than the bore. The bed enlarges slightly to
the rear so as to admit the cartridge freely, and the
lower part of the bore for a distance of ¢°17 lnches
18 enlarged 80 that the ball 18 gradually compressed
fnto the grooves. The rear of the barrel ls conlcal,
and 18 called the mouthplece. Over this part there
18 a six-sided cylinder, which holds all the mechan-
ism of the piece, The air-chamber, next to the
cylinder, has \he needle-pipe screwed (nto its breech,
The charge of powder welghs 66 grains, The welght
of the needle-gun 18 1027 pounds to 118 pounds.
The mechanlsm can be taken apart witbout screws-
driver, vice, eto, 1t can be safely and easily cleaned,
a0d the gun being small 18 particularly adapted for
use in the contracted space of loop-holes, on horse-
Lack, etc,

The manner of loading the needle-gun is as fol-
ows:—After it has been brought to a nearly hori-
gontal position, with the butt resting on the riglt
hip, and the left hand at the lower band, and the
chamber drawn back from the mouthplece, the cart-
ridge 18 inserted through an opening in the cylinder
into its place, the chamber again brought up to the
mouthpiece by means of & handle, and turned to the
right. The locket 18 shoved up, and a notch in the
malnspring engages a catch at the inner rear end of
the chamber. At the same time the middle ofset of
the needle-bolt 18 pressed agalnst the trigger-stop,
thus compressing a spiral spring, by the recoll of
which the needle-bolt 18 driven forward. When the
trigger-atop is drawn down by pressure on the trig-
ger, the offset of the needle-bolt 18 cleared, the bolt
darts forward from the effects of the spring, and
passes through the charge of powder to the ful-
minate ia the centre of the cartridge, which is thus
exploded,

The objections to the needle-gun are the daoger of

that the needle may not be propelled with sufliclent
force to plerce the cartridge. Ou account of the
ease and rapidity with which it I8 loaded, there is
Also a danger of & waste of ammunition, as the €ol-
dier, in the heat of battle, will ofsen fire his plece us
fast as possible, even when ho Knows the firing has
no effect, To make the best use of the needle-gun
the soldler requires special training. The Prossian
army 1s very well trained to its use, and in this
respect has an advantage over the French, who have
neyer been Into a great battle with thelr Chassepot,
The Uhnssepot iifle,

Prussian needle-gun, bul possesses several Lmprove-

ments.

The Inside soon besomes dirty, and the
goldier 18 required to take his piece apart and clean
it. The Chassepot 18 always open, and while there
is no gas shut up ina chamber to corrode the metal,
it can in a moment be cleansed from Airt or rast,
and the soldler 18 always able to guickly discover
any accldent to his weapon, It is also claimed that
the Chaasepot |8 not 0 caslly clogged as the needle-
gun, and 1s more substantially built.

When loaded and ready for fiving the two
parts are drawn asunder, The shaft also
gerves 10 protect the needle, which 18 sur-
rounded by the same, and 8 forced out of the
front end of the shaft as soon as the trigger is
pulled, After the cartridge has been inserted the
knab 18 pressed forward and 18 then laid over to the
right hand side. The aperture 18 then olosed, By
the Drat of these two movements the coylinder is
moved forward, thereby forcing the eartridge into
the breech; the gecond morement s¢cures the eylin-
der 80 that it can be thrown back by the force of the
explosion. The pulling the trigger releases the
spiral spring, which then forces the needle through

The Chassepot {8 handied in the rollowing man-
ner:—While loading, hold the gun in the left hand
with the butt-end resting on the left hip,  The levar
is then turned with but one movement, from right
to left, and with another pulled back, alter wilch the
cartridge 18 inserted into the opening thus eMected,
By a third movement—pusliing back the lever Into
its original position—the gun becomes ready to be
fired o1f, The projectile is a rather long slug with
the end ronnded and pointed like our rige ball, The
charge, which 18 attached to It in a paper covering,
ia composed of a peculiar powder, speclally maniy-
factured for the purpese, The distance at which

Prussian Feellog Like the Uprising of the
North After Sumter—Prossin Taken by Sur-
prise—Universities Closing nnd Students En-
Hsting—8Slow Concentration—FPrussinus Mean
to Muorch on Parls.

The New York Tribune has the followisg
cable telegram from its special correspondent: —

Loxpox, July 23.—The army movements on
both sides are slow. Our special correspondent
writes from Berlin, on the 20th inst., that Prus-
gla was actually taken by surprise. Nobody
contemplated war, Hence the concentration of
forces 1s less advanced than with the French,
nor will Yon Moltke be hurried. There are two
methods of mobilizing the Prussian army.

The quicker is when regiments march as the
are, not walting for the reserves, which follow
when ready. 'The more regular method is when
regiments awaltl their reserves till their ranks
are full. The latter and slower method has
now been adopted, showing that Prassia i3 in no
dread of the threatened immediate invasion.

No soldier of the famous corps of Prussinn
Guards has yet left Berlin, Infantry reseryes
were arriving on Tuesday, and regiments were
expected Lo march on Friday.

The feeling throughout Germany Is only com-

parable to that of the North wheén Sumter was

attacked. Still the financial and ecommercinl
distress is terrible, and there are innumerable
failures of old and strong houses.

It is perfectly understood In Berlin that the
German army, if victorious, will march to Paris.
The railroad freight traflic has eceased, and the
passenger traflic closes on the 2ih.

Gottingen University is closed, and all the
students have enlisted. From Bonn 300 are ex-
pected, All the universities will soon close,

The London Daily News has a apecial from
Strasbourg of the 21st lnst., saying the defenses
depend much on the water, which is now so
low that the place Is comparatively weak.
Additional works are in progress. The garri-
son numbers about six thousand, aund besides
there are in camp about ten thousand
more. Communications across the river con-
tinue by ferry. Correspondents of La Liberis
and Le Rappel have been arrested, one while
sketching the fortifications, and the otlrer on
detection by reason of his speaking French with
a German accent, Both have subsequently been
relensed. The correspondentarrested yesterday
at Metz is now reported to be William H. Rus-
sell, journeying toward Prussia,

Although the Journal Officiel to-day reiterates
Lebaruf's order that no journalists shall be ad-
mitted to the French army, itis reported that
one pass was lssued to the correspordent of an
English Bomapartist paper. In France onl
official army news l&to be allowed. The Frenc
expeditionary naval force I8 expected to sall
from Cherbourg on SBaturday.

Genernl Trochu, the Fremch Rival of Von
Moeltke.

As Von Moltke was bardly known to readers out
of Prussla anterior to the splendid cawmpalgn which
ended at Sadowa, the man to whose brain will be
due whatever of successful strategy shall charac-
terize the French arms in the coming war Is as yet
unnamed. General Louls Juleés Trochu I8 to-day
undeniably the best soldier of France, He {8 now
fifty-five yeass of age. A graduoate of the Stany School
of 8t, Cyr, he was made lleutenant in 1540, and pro-
moted to & captainoy in 1848, His Orst stalr service
was with that fne soldier, Bugesud, in Algeria,
Chef d'escadron and major ln 1840, aud heatenant-
colonel in 1868, his (st European service was in the
Italian cmpulru. AL the commencement of the
Crimean war he was maoe Chiel of the General
Stalr, and by reference to Kinglake's History it will
be seen that in all conferences with Lerd Ragian,
Trochu, rather than 8. Arnaud or Canrobert, was
spokesman on the part of France. Throughout the
campalgo, having been mode General of Brigade o
1504, he ooccupled this position of confidentinl
staff omcer of the Commander-in-Chlef, an
oifice analogous to that of Gpewsesan under
Blucher, given in just recognition of his military
abllity and skill. In 1564 he reached his grade
of General of Dvision.

RUSSIA.

Her Milltary and Naval Establishment—The
Accesslon to Napeleon’s Foes If She Engnges
Inthe Fight.

The probabllity of Russia’s participating in the
gtruggle is so imminent, that something In addition
to what we gave yesterday concerping her wilitary
and naval establishment will be found lmportant
and interesting.

Hussin’s Naval Armament.

The Russlan fleet consists of two great divisiong—
the fleetof the Baltie and that of the Black Sea.
Each of these two fleets |8 again subdivided into
sections, of which three are in or near the Baltio,
and three in or near the Black Sea, to which must
be added the small squadrons of galleys, gunboats,
and similar vessels,

According to an oMeial report, the Russlan feet
consisted last year of 200 steamers, having 85,000«
horse power, with 2206 guns, besides 20 salling ves.
sels, with 85 guns, The greater and more formidabie
part of this nuvy was stationed in the Baltle, The
Black Bea nNeet numbered 43; the Casplan, 80; the
fiberian or Pacitle, 80; and the Lake Aral or Turkis-
tan squadron. 11 vessels, The restof the ships were
elther stationed at Kronstadt and Sweaborg or en-
gaged in cruising in Earopean waters,

The fron.clad fleet of war conslsted, at the com-
mencement of 1865, of 24 vessels, with an aggregate
of 140 guus,

The largest of the iron.clads are two armed fri-
gates, the Sevastopol and Pojarskl. The Sevastopol
nearly equals the Drtish fron-clads Black Prince
and Warrior in herfdimensions, and exceeds those o
the French Glolre and Normandie, At the time of
fotation the Sevastopol measured 300 feet in length.
and her greatest breadth 14 62 feet 8 Inches, The
ship draws 20 feet at the poop and 24 at the chalns,
Her plates are 4% Inches thick, fastened to a double
conting of teak from 6 to 9 Inul’aeﬂ thick.

Her engines have a nominal force of S00-horse-
power, and she Is armed with steel ns of the
greatest calibre,  Her prow has a beak of a formid-
able kind attached to [t. The Pojarskl’'s armament
{8 placed In a central battery, occupying about 50
fect on the length of the gun-leck, bhoth sldes and
ends being completely armor-clad.
